Unanimous adoption of a resolu- 
D. Mahon, in- 
ternational president of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street and 
Klectric Railway Employees of 
America, to send a telegram to 
President Harding requesting, on 
behalf of the 150,000 street and rail- 
way employees of the United States 
and Canada, the immediate release 
of Eugene V. Debs, former socialist 
candidate for president, and now 
serving a term in the Atlanta Fed- 
eral penitentiary, featured the aft- 
ernoon session of the opening day 
of the seventeenth biennial conven- 
tion of this organization which con- 
vened in the city auditorium Mon- 
day morning. 

The convention’ opened Monday 
morning with hundreds of delegates 
from throughout the country, in- 
cluding all of the national officers. 
The afternoon session was taken 
up with receiving and examining 
of credentials, the principal fea- 
ture of the short business session 
following being adoption of the res- 
olution asking for Mr. Debs’ re- 
lease. 

At the opening meeting in the 
morning President Mahon declared 
that organized labor is at present 
facing a critical test, but that it 
would survive the attacks of cap- 
italists because it has too firm a 
foothold in the industrial life of 
America and other nations.

Tore Own Cuffs. | 

The statement by Mrs. Delmont 
that when she enterel Arbuckle’s 
bedroom and found Miss Rappe on 
the bed, screaming that she was 
dying, that the young woman was 
hysterically pulling the cuffs from 
her Waist, is expected to be used 
by the defense to prove that Miss 
Rappe tore her own clothing off 
while hysterical from drinking 
liquor. 

Dr. P. Strange, acting city 
autopsy surgeon, filed a supple- 
mental report with the police Mon- 
day declzring he had found eleven 
bruises upon the dead movie ac- 
tress’ body. This is in conflict with 
the statement of Dr. M. E. Rum- 
mell, who performed the first au- 
topsy and reported that he found 
vne bruise. 

Arbuckle awoke from his first 
night in jail to find his cell com- 
panion a burglar named Martin. He 
immediately sent out for breakfast 
and a barber. He ordered Doth for 
Martin, too, and insisted on serving 
the burglar first and to allow him 
to be shaved first. 

Then came the morning lineup of 
prisoners, preparatory to the open- 
ing of police court.

Editor Constitution: Mr. A. P. 
Teel, of Morris, Ga., is one of those 
who is much displeased with our 
prohibition law because it doesn’t 
prohibit. We tfemind him that no 
law prohibits. Every law of the 
Ten Commandments of Holy Writ 
and our own state laws are all vio- 
lated. None of them prohibit. They 
just hinder and discourage crime in 


sO far as they can. He says the law 
isn’t fair because it isn’t the peo- 
ple’s law, and was not passed by 
them. I suppose he means that the 
prohibition law should have been 
passed by a referendum. This law 
Was passed like all of our other 
laws are passed, by our represen- 
tatives in the legislature. He says 
[the American. people are too inde- 
pendent to have their § luxtunies 
taken away from them. In this he 
has a misconception of the charac- 
ter of whisky. Whisky is a poison, 
a destroyer of health, as well as 
morals and manhood. It is. the 
cause of more than three-fourths 
of all our crimes, and more than 
three-fourths of the expense Of our 
criminal courts, therefore adding 
proportionately to our taxes. The 
luxuty Of drinking liquors’ costs 
more than any tax revenue. that 
could be placed upon it. 


Mr. Teel accuses the prohibition- 
ists of being insincere profession- 
als. He must know that it is the 
profits, the money, the fortunes, 


made in the liquor business -that 
have sustained it so far. Mén are 
in the liquor business for the money 
they can make out of it by de- 
bauching weaker fellows. Prohibi- 
tionists are prohibitionists, not for 
profits, but at the neglect and loss 
to their personal business affairs.

How Virginia Maintains 
Her State Institutions 
And Her Public Schools

Richmond, Va., 
(Special.)—The last 
sembly, in biennial session, made the 
following appropriations for the fis- 
cal year 1921 for the maintenance of 
her leading educationa] and humane 
institutions: 

University of Virginia, $260,000. 
(It must be understood the universi- 
ty is heavily endowed and receives 
amounts that total the equal or more 
of the appropriation in various in- 
terest accounts). 

Virginia Agricultural and Me- 
chanical college, $281,425, plus $147,- 
701 for extension work and $30,000 
for the experiment section, a total of 
$459,176. 

William and Mary college, $188,500. 

Virginia Military institute (Lex- 
ington), $205,600. 

Virginia Normal and Industrial at 
Petersburg, $74,835. 

State Norma] for Women at East 
Radford, $75,450. 

State Normal for Women at Farm- 
ville,’ $109,452. 

State Normal for Women at Fred- 
ericksburg, $85,700. 

State Normal for Women at Har- 
risonburg, $107,400. 

Virginia School for Deaf and Blind, 
Staunton, $87,500. 

Colored Deaf and Blind; $32,500. 

Care of defectives and dependents: 

Central state hospital at Peters- 
burg, $435,000. 

Eastern state hospital

Strong Demand 


For Greater Support. 

Although these sums total big to 
a Georgian, who is familiar with 
the appropriations of the Georgia 
legislature for her institutions, there 
is nevertheless a growing demand in 
Virginia for larger and more sub- 
Stantial] support for both her uni- 
versity and her agricultural college. 

At the legislature in 1922 I am as- 
sured that the appropriations will be 
materially increased for these two 
institutions and perhaps for others. 

The public school year ends June 
30 and the apportionment of the 
State schoo] fund is based on the 
qualifications of the teachers and the 
attendance of children in school, 
thus placing a premium on good 
teachers and on large attendance. 
The state department of education 
has just completed the rating of al] 
teachers, the number of teachers 
employed based on attendance ana 
the amount of money needed to pay 
the state’s part of the six months 
school term. But OWing to the large 
increase in the number of teachers 
employed and especially to thelarge 
increase in th number of well quali- 
fied teachers employed there will be 
a deficit of about 15 per cent in fhe 
State public school fund. The 
change, however, that has taken 
place within one year in the teach- 
ing profession is remarkable, as the 
following facts disclose: 

More Efficiency 
In Teacher Personnel. 

In 1919-20 the total number of 
teachers employed was 15,993. But 
8,592, or 53 per cent of the entire 
teaching profession, were unable to 
meet the requirements of the lowest 
State certificate, which is gradua- 
tion from a standard high schoo] 
and six weeks of professional] train- 
ing. : 

In 1920-2f the total number of 
teachers employed was 17,523, an in- 
crease Over the previous year of 
1,530 teachers. But the number of 
unprepared and untrained teachers 
was 7,382, or 42% per cent of the 
entire teaching profession. -Within 
one year-the number of unprepared 
teachers was reduced by-+13 per 
cent, while the total number of 
teachers employed was- increased 
about 10 per cent. 

In 1919-20 the number of teachers 
holding state certificates was 7,491. 
But in 1920-21 the number was 10,- 
141, showing an increase in one year 
of 35 per cent. 

In 1919-20 the number of teach- 
ers holding the highest standard 
certificates, that is having as much 
as two years of college training or 
its equivalent, was 2,368. 

In 1920-21 the number of teachers 
of this class was 4,367, or an in- 
crease of 85 per cent. No state in 
the union has ever made greater 
progress in one year, 

Over 7,000 teachers went to schoo) 
last summer from six to twelve 
weeks. Hundreds of teachers of the 
lowest class stopped teaching and 
entered school last fall for the pur- 
pose of improving their qualifica- 
tions. 

Patrons in many of the counties 
declined to employ, the unprepared 
teachers. AS a result, several coun- 
ties have entirely eliminated this 
class of teachers. There has never 
been such an intelligent demand for 
prepared teachers, and the people 
are willing to pay the price. By 
using local taxes or by private con- 
tributions loca] committees have 
been able to exceed the state salary 
schedule, and in a majority of the 
counties they did exceed the state 
salary echédule in order that they 
might secure better teachers. 


Sources of Funds 


For Common Schools. 

The sources of funds for the com- 
mon schagls is thus described in the 
1820 state schoo! code: 

“1. State funds, embracing the an- 
nual interest on the literary fund; 
all appropriations made by the gen- 
eral assembly for public free school 
purposes; that portion of the capita- 
tion tax provided for in the consti- 
tution to be paid into the state treas- 
ury and not returnable to the coun- 
ties, and such tax on property, not 
less than one mill nor more than five 
mills on the dollar, as the general] 
assembly, from time to time, order 
ta be levied. These funds shall be 
applied exclusively to the mainten- 
ance of primary and grammar 
schools.

To explain: In addition to the 
Segregated levy for common schools; 
as explained in the tax systém article 
yesterday, the state appropriates 
from its general fund around $1,500,- 
000 annually for specific purposes, 
such as equalizing, encouraging 
consolidations, the building of high- 
ways, attendance, lengthening of 
terms, ete. 

In 1921 the common school state 
appropriation is $1,532,850, and to 
illustrate the smaller’ schools get 


000, vocational education $76,730, 
agricultural high schools $45,000 to 
match the federal aid through the 
Smith-Hughes act and smaller dif- 
ferentials. 


School Endowment 


Is Maintained. 
The “literary fund” arises from all 
fines collected for offenses commit- 


; ted against the state and directed by 
, the constitution of Virginia to be set 


apart aS a part of perpetual and 
permanent literary fund. It is in- 
violate. 

The state board of education is 
authorized to lend to the school 
boards of the school districts and 
cities making application money be- 
longing to the literary fund and in 
hand for investment, for the purpose 
of erecting or enlarging school- 
houses in such districts and cities 
on terms and conditions subject to 
Such rules and regulations as may 
be promulgated by the board. 

These are new and novel provis- 
ion in maintaining a permanent in 
violate common school endowment. 

As before stated the entire state 
common schoo] funds, including the 
appropriation, amounts annually to 
around $4,250,000 a year and around 
$13,000,000 to $14,000,000 goes an- 
nually from all sources into the pub- 
lic school system of the state. It is 
a proud record—a record that is 
made without draining the ‘state 
treasury or embarrassing any insti- 
tutions, educational or eleemosy- 
nary.

HEALTH TALKS |

ABOUT THE MORNING BATH. 

A reader says her husband has 
been for years a devotee of the 
practice of taking a cold plunge 
bath every morning on rising, ‘but 
lately,” she continues, “he has 
heard that you ruin your health by 
this habit. Is that true? 

I'll tell the world not to worry 
about that. There isn’t a ghost of 
a chance ‘that I'll ever ruin my 
health that way. Just why I should 
climb out of a nice warm bed in 
the morning and subject my nice 
warm skin to the shock of a cold 
wetting is more than I have ever 
been able to conceive, and I value 
health highly, too, yes, and pep, 
and vigor, and courage and every- 
thing. ‘ 

The morning cold bath habit is 
like touring Europe. People seem- 
ingly affect these things for the 
Pleasure of talking about the ac- 
complishment or distinction after- 
ward. Thén, too, I sometimes think 
‘a bad consctence has something to 
do with a trip to Europe or a cold 
morning bath. I notice particlar- 
ly that in many novels the most 
important hero or heroine does a 
tremendous amount of bathing, on 
the theory, I suppose, that the bath 
Will wash the sin away. 

Now, I am a believer in soap and 
Water for the hands, and behind the 
ears and here and there. I am a 
believer in cleanliness rather than 
disinfectants or antiseptics. I even 
Practice and advocate daily air 
baths, because the air is nature's 


greatest cleanser, and besides, the 
ialr feels fine, Summer or winter.

into a cold water bath immediately 
after wakenjng, and I have a sus- 
Picion that the plunge wastes more 
energy than it conserves or builds, 
in most cases. 

Instead of showing your nerve or 
courage by plunging into cold water 
on rising in the morning, why not 
show your self-discipline by forcing 
your lazy body through a few vig- 
orous exercises while you enjcy 
your morning air bath in your 
room? Of the two tests of coure- 
age, in my judgment, it requires 
greater courage to go through the 
regular Stunt of exercise each morn- 
ing than it does to jump into a 
coo] bath and jump out again and 
polish your shivering hide with a 
warm towel. Leave that for your 
swimming days. Take your condi- 
tioning exercises every morning in 
the year, to keep fit. 

I dare Say the average cold morn- 
ing bath enthusiast of my age and 
status is not in such good physical 
condition as I am, and I do not 
bathe below the neck more fre- 
quently than the law demands. I 
don’t believe tne human skin was 
intended for an aq@atic or amphi- 
bian animal. This is all of my own 
individual belief or opinion in the 
circumstances. It is qa matter of 
opinion. Mine is that within rea- 
son, the more rarely we wet our 
bodies with water the better for our 
health. More or less body-wash- 
ing is rendered unavoidable, of 
course, by our civilized life.

InImmigrantLaw 


New York, September 12.—Hard- 
ships worked by the new restric- 
tive immigration laws apparently 
are the fault of dishonest steam- 
ship agents, declared President 
Harding in a letter to Representa- 
tive Isaac Siegel, of New York, 
made public today. 

Mr. Siegel, who is a member of 
the house committee on immigra- 
tion and naturalization, recently 
wrote the president® seeking execu- 
tive intervention in enforcement of 
immigration laws—an enforcement 
which the representative declared 
was resulting in parents being ad- 
mitted and their children sent back 
because they happened to arrive aft- 
er the country’s admittance quota 
had been filled. 

In his reply Mr. Harding said: 

“I haven't any doubt in the world 
but the enforcement of the immi- 
gration laws is working many a 
hardship. My own distress has been 
very great over some of the, spe- 
cific instances which have been re- 
ported to me. 

“If 1 have the situation* correctly 
presented,* the difficulty must be 
charged to the dishonest steamship 
agents who have brought to this 
country innocent immigrants in 
Spite of our continued warnings 
during a period of very great len- 
iency. I Know how very persist- 
ent have been the impositions 
Which have been made on the gov- 
ernment agents who have been dis- 
posed to be sympathetic and more 
than generous in carrying out the 
law. 

“However, I am sending your let- 
ter to the department of labor for 
further information on the sub- 
ject. [ have great confidence in 
the commissioner of immigration 
and I know that the secretary of 
labor is one of the most human and 
Sympathetic men in all of the land. 
If there are’ conditions such as you 
suggest, I feel pretty confident that 
they are absolutely unavoidable un- 
der the law.” 

Mr. Siegel said that a conference 
had been arranged by Secretary Da- 
vis for next Friday with him.

MARK DEPORTATIONS 


New York September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Pathetic scenes marked the 
embarkation yesterday on the Red 
Star liner Zeeland of 569 persons de- 
ported under the immigration re- 
striction law., Women wept and 
moaned*°and men literally tore their 
hair as they boarded the steamer. 
As the hour of sailing approached 
they sat in separated groups under 
guard, the women in @me part of the 
third cabin, the men in another, 
passive and despairing, with trag- 
edy written on their faces. They 
were being sent back because the 
August quota of immigrants from 
their respective countries had been 
fillec All were in good health and 
in tle prime of life. In coming 
here to make homes for themselves 
they had sold all their possessions 
in Europe, and they had nothing to 
go back to but want, 

The irony of the _ situation in 
which these people were placed was 
emphasized by the tact that the 
ship that was to take them back to 
Europe would pass off the Ameri- 
can coast another of the same line, 
the Kroonland, bringing’ several 
hundred people like themselves— 
chiefly Poles and CzechotSlovakians 
—who will be admitted in the Sep- 
tember quotas of their respective 
countries.

Following this talk Joseph Gar- 
trell (amp, noted: lecturer. paid a 
tribute to Georgia and to the At- 
lanta Woman’s club in the inaugu- 
ration of a campaign for diversified 
agriculture. 

Mrs. B. M.* Boykin, the president, 
discussed the possibilities for mar- 
keting Georgia farm products and 
said that since the curb market 
of the Atlanta Woman's club had 
been inaugurated and farmers had 
learned how to market their crops, 
they were selling them not only in 
Atlanta but in Florida, at Jackson- 
ville. 

Mrs. Norman Sharp, second vice- 
president and chairman of the Mar- 
ket committee, gave some interest- 
ing statistics on the amount of 
food shipped into Georgia from 
states. She also said that farmers 
from fifteen counties around At- 
lanta are now selling their pro- 
duce at the curb market and that 
her committee had received splen- 
did co-operation from the State Bu- 
reau of Markets and the State Agri- 
cultural college at Athens. This 
college has been sending men to 
lecture to the farmers and teach 
them to grow crops hitherto un- 
known in Georgia, such as Brus- 
sel sprouts, iceburg lettuce, ete. 
Mrs. Sharp stated her committee 
had been hampered seriously in their 
work of obtaining a new municipal 
market building by the Retail 
Food Dealers’ association of At- 
lanta.
